about It to take the pains to ascertair 
how eminent usage sustained him ir 
the construction. He has made knowr 
the result of his Investigation and It !<• 
rather Interesting 


It Is his conclusion, that despite th< 


wording of the Constitution, wtiere 1 
full 
Justification 
for saying, 
"Th 


Vnlted States Is," and not "The Unite " 
States are." 


He admits that in the early davs of 


the Republic, while the fact of Its be- 
ing an aggregation of sovereign State* 
na« "till prominent in men's mind* 
the plural usage was the common on* 
but it »as not universal, even at thaf 
time and In one place In the Constltu 
tion there Is the phrase, "Controver 
sles to which the Vnlted States shal' 
be a party " not1 "shall be parties,

employed the singular form, Hamilton 
Jefferson, Seward. Blame. Edmund*

vested, and undersell the manufactur- 
ers in Europe In their own markets, 
which has Its explanation in some de- 
partment of American management.
